Minor poll problems twisted into false 
US election claims

(AP) - Voters did not encounter wide- 
spread problems on Election Day. That 
has not stopped former President Donald 
Trump and other Republicans from falsely 
portraying minor snags at polling places to 
undermine confidence in the results. 
Two years after conspiracy theorists spread 
the “big lie” about President Joe Biden 
stealing victory from Trump, they are now 
propagating smaller lies about the 2022 
midterm elections. 
Trump and GOP allies are distorting the 
truth about election hiccups that experts 
say officials handled well, including voting 
machine malfunctions in Arizona’s largest 
county and errors in the poll books used to 
sign in voters in Michigan’s largest city. 
“While I think yesterday’s election was 
smoothly conducted, nobody should as- 
sume that those forces, including the for- 


mer U.S. president, seeking to subvert elec- 
tions are going away,” said David Levine, 
the elections integrity fellow at the Alli- 
ance for Securing Democracy and a for- 
mer elections director in Ada County, Ida- 
ho. In 2020, conspiracies about a rigged 
election were fueled by bogus reports of 
suitcases stuffed with fraudulent ballots at 
a Georgia vote-counting operation and 
“ballot mules” loading up drop boxes with 
fraudulent ballots. 
Since then, the GOP has kept up the rheto- 
ric and laid the groundwork for contesting 
this year’s midterm elections in an effort 
to sow doubt about Democratic victories. 
More than 100 lawsuits were filed across 
the country before Election Day. Those 
cases targeted mail-in voting rules, voting 
machine security and access for partisan 
poll watchers. 
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But problems did not mate- 
rialize on Election Day. The 
director of the federal Cy- 
bersecurity and Infrastruc- 
ture Security Agency, Jen 
Easterly, said Wednesday 
that the agency has “seen 
no evidence that any vot- 
ing system deleted or lost 
votes, changed votes, or 
was any way compromised 
in any race in the country.” 
Jennifer Morrell, a former lo- 
cal election official in Colo- 
rado and Utah who also 
now advises federal and 
state officials on election 
security and administration, 
said election officials were 
able to resolve issues quick- 
ly, showing that safeguards 
to ensure an accurate bal- 
lot count work. 
After Trump lost Arizona to 
President Joe Biden by just 
over 10,000 votes two years 
ago, he and his supporters 
peddled a string of allega- 
tions about election wrong- 
doing that crumbled under 
scrutiny. 


Two years later, the state 
remains pivotal. Democrats 
held narrow leads Wednes- 
day 
in 
too-close-to-call 
races for governor and U.S. 
Senate. 
Trump and some of his sup- 
porters sought to amplify 
problems 
with 
scanning 
ballots in roughly 25% of 
polling places in Maricopa 
County, home to Phoe- 
nix and the majority of the 
state’s population. 
“The most concerning thing 
is the way those isolated in- 
cidents are being used to 
spread mis- and disinfor- 
mation and lies around the 
election in an attempt to 
undermine people’s con- 
fidence and faith in the 
election,” said Sylvia Albert, 
director of voting and elec- 
tions for the nonpartisan 
group Common Cause. 
Codes on ballots that were 
printed too lightly to be 
read by electronic tabula- 
tors caused the confusion. 
Affected voters were given 
a choice: Leave their bal- 
lots in a locked box at their 


polling place to be count- 
ed at a central office on 
Wednesday, or take them 
to another voting center 
on Tuesday. 
Trump seized on the prob- 
lem in a message on his 
social network. He said 
the problem, which ap- 
peared similar to a voting 
issue in New Jersey’s Mer- 
cer County, was an effort 
by Democrats to “steal the 
election.” 
“Every 
national 
election 
you have problems like 
these 
somewhere,” 
said 
Lawrence Norden, senior 
director of the Elections 
and Government Program 
at the Brennan Center 
for Justice. “The fact that 
we’re talking about them 
the next day speaks to the 
fact that there was an or- 
ganized effort to weapon- 
ize these types of things.” 
The 
Republican 
official 
overseeing the election in 
Maricopa County apolo- 
gized 
for 
the 
inconve- 
nience and pledged that 
every legal vote would be 


counted no matter which 
method voters chose. 
But Kari Lake, the Repub- 
lican candidate for gov- 
ernor, told her supporters 
that they should leave the 
ballot to be counted later 
only if they could not wait 
— and that they should not 
take it to another polling 
place. 
In a late-night speech to 
supporters Tuesday, Lake 
focused entirely on elec- 
tion issues. 
“The system we have right 
now does not work,” she 
said. “We the people de- 
serve to know on election 
night the winner and the 
loser, and we will bring that 
kind of election back to Ari- 
zona. I assure you of that.” 
As falsehoods about voting 
mounted the past couple 
of years, election officials 
received 
death 
threats, 
some GOP-led states re- 
stricted voting by mail and 
public confidence in U.S. 
voting systems dwindled. 
Efforts to discredit electron- 
ic vote tabulators prompt- 


ed calls to abandon the 
technology. 
In Milwaukee, a small group 
of observers at the city’s 
central ballot-counting fa- 
cility heckled a local elec- 
tion official Tuesday as she 
and her staff used a flash 
drive to export results from 
vote tabulators. 
Election skeptics also fo- 
cused on a glitch in Detroit. 
Some electronic poll books 
used for signing in voters 
displayed an error message 
stating that numbers on 
ballots already had been 
assigned to an absentee 
ballot. Poll workers were 
able to use paper backup 
poll books when the elec- 
tronic ones had problems. 
“It was identified and re- 
solved quite quickly” and 
voters who were wrongly 
flagged were given ballots, 
said Jake Rollow, a spokes- 
man for the Michigan sec- 
retary of state’s office. 
Detroit is a Democratic 
stronghold in a swing state, 
so turnout there can be 
key in election outcomes. 
On 
Tuesday, 
Democrat 
Gretchen 
Whitmer 
was 
reelected 
as 
governor. 
Democrats also won races 
for attorney general and 
secretary of state, defeat- 
ing Republicans who ques- 
tioned the 2020 election 
results. 
The GOP candidates for 
governor 
and 
attorney 
general conceded. Trump 
still urged his supporters to 
protest in Detroit. Michi- 
gan’s secretary of state, 
Jocelyn Benson, a Demo- 
crat who won reelection, 
said she was heartened 
that Trump’s call was ig- 
nored. 
“The 
former 
president 
called on people to protest 
and no one did,” Benson 
said, adding that she was 
relieved to see concessions 
from some of the statewide 
candidates who had re- 
peated Trump’s falsehoods 
about the 2020 election. 
“That, to me, is a mark of a 
successful election — that 
we had succeeded in run- 
ning an election that was 
transparent, smooth and 
secure so that even people 
who might have been un- 
happy with the results still 
accepted them.”q

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CDC to conduct health study at polluted former Army base

(AP) - Federal health offi- 
cials are conducting a new 
study to determine whether 
veterans once stationed at 
a now-shuttered California 
military base were exposed 
to dangerously high levels 
of cancer-causing toxins. 
The decision by the Centers 
for Disease Control and Pre- 
vention comes nine months 
after an Associated Press 
investigation 
found 
that 
drinking water at Fort Ord 
contained toxic chemicals 
and that hundreds of veter- 
ans who lived at the central 
California coast base in the 


1980s and 1990s later de- 
veloped rare and terminal 
blood cancers. 
In a letter last Friday to Rep. 
Katie Porter, D-Calif., the di- 
rector of the CDC’s Agen- 
cy for Toxic Substances and 
Disease 
Registry, 
Patrick 
Breysse, wrote that “there 
are sufficient data and sci- 
entific reasons for ATSDR 
to re-evaluate health risks 
related to historical drink- 
ing water exposures at Fort 
Ord.” Porter had asked for 
a new study in February, 
two days after the AP pub- 
lished its story. 
The agency did not im- 
mediately respond to a 
request seeking further de- 
tails about the new study. 


Army veteran Julie Akey, 
who lived at Fort Ord and 
was diagnosed in 2016 at 
the age of 46 with multiple 
myeloma, a rare blood 
cancer, said she is “confi- 
dent that science will prove 
our high rate of cancers 
and illnesses are not a co- 
incidence.” 
Akey started a Facebook 
group for Fort Ord veterans 
with cancer. The number 
has grown to nearly 1,000. 
In 1990, four years before it 
began the process of clos- 
ing as an active military 
base, Fort Ord was added 
to the Environmental Pro- 
tection Agency’s list of 
the most polluted places 
in the nation. Included in 


that pollution were doz- 
ens of chemicals, some 
now known to cause can- 


cer, that were found in the 
base’s drinking water and 
soil.q

Abortion supporters win in conservative, liberal states

WASHINGTON (AP) — Abor- 
tion rights supporters won 
in the four states where ac- 
cess was on the ballot Tues- 
day, as voters enshrined it 
into the state constitution 
in battleground Michigan 
as well as blue California 
and Vermont and dealt a 
defeat to an anti-abortion 
measure in deep-red Ken- 
tucky. 
In all, it was a dramatic il- 
lustration of how the U.S. 
Supreme Court’s decision 
in June to eliminate the na- 
tionwide right to abortion 
has galvanized voters who 
support women’s right to 
choose. The court’s June 
decision has led to near-to- 
tal bans in a dozen Repub- 
lican-governed states and 
animated 
races 
around 
the country up and down 
the ballot. 
The Kentucky result spurned 
the state’s Republican-led 
Legislature, which has im- 
posed a near-total ban on 
abortion and put the pro- 
posed state constitutional 
amendment on the ballot. 
The outcome echoed what 
happened in another red 
state, Kansas, where voters 
in August rejected chang- 
ing that state’s constitution 
to let lawmakers tighten re- 
strictions or ban abortions. 
“As we saw in Kansas ear- 
lier this year, and in many 
other states last night, this 


is not a partisan issue,” said 
Nancy Northup, president 
the Center for Reproduc- 
tive Rights, in a statement. 
“People are energized and 
they do not want politicians 
controlling their bodies and 
futures.” 
Nationally, 
about 
two- 
thirds of voters say abortion 
should be legal in most or 
all cases, according to AP 
VoteCast, 
an 
expansive 
survey of over 90,000 vot- 
ers across the country. Only 
about 1 in 10 say abortion 
should be illegal in all cas- 
es. 


About 6 in 10 also say the 
Supreme Court’s abortion 
decision made them dissat- 
isfied or angry, compared 
with fewer who say they 
were happy or satisfied. 
Still, the nationwide elec- 
tion results Tuesday reflect- 
ed how voters’ views on 
abortion rights can play 
out in complicated ways. 
By narrow margins, Wiscon- 
sin voters re-elected their 
pro-choice 
Democratic 
governor and an anti-abor- 
tion GOP senator. Kansas 
re-elected a Democratic 
governor 
who 
supports 


abortion rights. Meanwhile, 
staunchly 
anti-abortion 
GOP governors in Georgia, 
Florida and Texas easily 
won their contests. 
Stephen Billy of Susan B. 
Anthony Pro-Life America 
rejected any suggestion 
that the overall midterm 
outcome reflected a surge 
of support for abortion 
rights. He acknowledged 
that abortion opponents 
were outspent in the key 
ballot-measure campaigns 
and needed to review their 
strategies. 
The Kentucky ballot mea- 


sure was originally consid- 
ered a conservative vote 
driver. But after the Roe de- 
cision, abortion-rights sup- 
porters raised nearly $1.5 
million to fight it. 
Thousands of voters who 
cast their ballots for Repub- 
lican Sen. Rand Paul split 
with the party on the abor- 
tion ballot measure, returns 
showed. 
At a elementary school 
in 
Simpsonville, 
a 
small 
town outside of Louisville, 
71-year-old 
Republican 
voter Jim Stewart said he 
voted for Paul, but chose 
no on the amendment, 
even though he’s opposed 
to abortion. 
“You got to have a little 
choice there,” he said. 
In Michigan, supporters of 
the push to protect abor- 
tion rights collected more 
signatures than any other 
ballot initiative in state his- 
tory to get it before the vot- 
ers. It puts a definitive end 
to a 1931 ban on abortion 
that had been blocked in 
court but could have been 
revived. 
On Michigan State Uni- 
versity’s 
campus, 
junior 
Devin Roberts said students 
seemed “fired up” and that 
he had seen lines of voters 
spilling out of the school’s 
polling places throughout 
the day. The ballot mea- 
sure was one of the main 
drivers of the high turnout, 
he said.q

MIAMI 
(AP) 
— Tropical 
Storm Nicole forced peo- 
ple from their homes in the 
Bahamas and threatened 
to grow into a rare Novem- 
ber hurricane in Florida on 
Wednesday, shutting down 
airports and Disney World 
while prompting evacua- 
tion orders that included 
former President Donald 
Trump's Mar-a-Lago club. 
Hundreds of people sought 
shelter in the northwestern 
Bahamas before the ap- 
proaching 
storm, 
which 
had already sent seawater 
washing across roads on 
barrier islands in Florida. 
The U.S. National Hurricane 
Center said the center of 
the sprawling storm make 
landfall on Great Abaco 
island around midday with 
estimated maximum sus- 
tained winds of 70 mph. 
"We are forecasting it to 
become a hurricane as it 
nears the northwestern Ba- 
hamas, and remain a hur- 
ricane as it approaches 
the east coast of Florida," 
Daniel Brown, a senior hur- 
ricane specialist at the 
Miami-based National Hur- 
ricane Center, said earllier 
Wednesday. 
Nicole is the first storm to hit 
the Bahamas since Hurri- 
cane Dorian, a Category 5 
storm that devastated the 
archipelago in 2019, before 
hitting Florida. 
In the Bahamas, officials 
said that more than 520 
people were in more than 
two dozen shelters. Flood- 
ing and power outages 
were reported in Grand 
Abaco. 
Authorities were especially 
concerned about a large 
Haitian community in Great 
Abaco that was destroyed 
by Dorian and has since 
grown from 50 acres (20 
hectares) to 200 acres (80 
hectares). 
"Do not put yourselves in 
harm's way," said Zhivago 
Dames, assistant commis- 
sioner of police informa- 
tion as he urged everyone 
to stay indoors. "Our first 
responders are out there. 
However, they will not put 
their lives in danger." 
In Florida, the St. Lucie 
County Sheriff's Office said 


in a tweet that storm surge 
from Tropical Storm Nicole 
had already breached the 
sea wall along Indian River 
Drive, which runs parallel to 
the Atlantic Ocean. 
The Martin County Sheriff's 
office also said seawater 
had breached part of a 
road on Hutchinson Island. 
Residents in several Flori- 
da counties Flagler, Palm 
Beach, Martin and Volusia 
were ordered to evacu- 
ate such barrier islands, 
low-lying areas and mobile 
homes. 
There is no penalty for ig- 
noring an evacuation or- 
der, but rescue crews will 
not respond if it puts their 
members at risk. 
Disney World and related 
theme parks announced 
they were closing early on 
Wednesday evening and 
likely would not reopen as 
scheduled on Thursday. 
Palm Beach International 
Airport closed Wednesday 
morning, 
and 
Daytona 
Beach International Airport 
said it would cease opera- 
tions. Orlando International 
Airport, the seventh busiest 
in the U.S., was set to close 
at 4 p.m.. Further south, of- 
ficials said Fort Lauderdale- 
Hollywood 
International 
Airport and Miami Interna- 
tional Airport were experi- 
encing some flight delays 
and cancellations but both 
planned to remain open. 


At a news conference in 
Tallahassee, Gov. Ron De- 
Santis said winds were the 
biggest concern and and 
significant power outag- 
es could occur, but that 
16,000 linemen were on 
standby to restore power, 
as well as 600 guardsmen 
and seven search and res- 
cue teams. 


Almost two dozen school 
districts 
were 
closing 
schools for the storm and 
15 shelters had opened 
along Florida's east coast, 
the governor said. 
Forty-five of Florida's 67 
counties were under a 
state of emergency decla- 
ration. 
Florida Division of Emergen- 


cy Management director 
Kevin Guthrie said Florid- 
ians should expect possible 
tornadoes, rip currents and 
flash flooding. 
Bahamas 
Prime 
Minister 
Philip Brave Davis, who is 
at the COP27 U.N. Climate 
Summit, drew attention to 
the link between storms 
and climate change. 
Tropical storm force winds 
extended as far as 460 
miles (740 kilometers) from 
the center in some direc- 
tions. 
It could intensify into a rare 
November hurricane be- 
fore hitting Florida, where 
only two have made land- 
fall since recordkeeping 
began in 1853 the 1935 
Yankee Hurricane and Hur- 
ricane Kate in 1985. 
New warnings and watch- 
es were issued for many 
parts of Florida, includ- 
ing the southwestern Gulf 
coastline which was dev- 
astated by Hurricane Ian, 
which struck as a Category 
4 storm on Sept. 28. 
The storm destroyed homes 
and damaged crops, in- 
cluding 
orange 
groves, 
across the state. damage 
that many are still dealing 
with.q

BERLIN (AP) — The Ger- 
man government's panel 
of independent economic 
advisers forecast Wednes- 
day that Europe's biggest 
economy will shrink by 0.2% 
next year. 
The five-member panel's re- 
port came after official fig- 


ures late last month showed 
unexpected growth in the 
third quarter, thanks to pri- 
vate spending. 
But a weak winter, with 
gross 
domestic 
product 
declining in the last months 
of the year and in the first 
three months of next year, 


is still widely expected. 
Two consecutive quarters 
of negative growth is one 
technical definition of re- 
cession, but the 19-country 
euro area has a body that 
also uses a broader set of 
data 
including 
employ- 
ment numbers and depth 
of the economic decline to 
determine when a reces- 
sion occurs. 
The advisers' forecast of 
1.7% growth this year and 
a decline of 0.2% in 2023 
contrasts with a forecast at 
the end of March that Ger- 
man GDP would expand 
by 1.8% this year and 3.6% 
next year. 
It's still more optimistic than 
a forecast by the govern- 
ment itself a month ago, 
which foresaw growth of 
1.4% this year and a de- 
cline of 0.4% next year. 
Inflation has increased to 


10.4% in October as energy 
prices remain high, and the 
problem isn't expected to 
go away soon. 
Wednesday's report pre- 
dicted an average an- 
nual 
inflation 
rate 
next 
year of 7.4%, a little below 
this year's 8%. Officials say 
Germany 
is 
well-placed 
to get through the winter 
with sufficient energy af- 
ter Russia cut off natural 
gas supplies but stress that 
it will still need to conserve 
the fuel that heats homes, 
powers factories and gen- 
erates electricity. Federal 
and state officials agreed 
last week on the main de- 
tails of a plan to provide up 
to 200 billion euros (dollars) 
in subsidies to households 
and businesses to ease the 
strain of high gas, electricity 
and heating prices through 
2024.q

— Dozens of trucks lined 
up at a main fuel terminal 
in Haiti's capital Tuesday to 
fill up their tanks for the first 
time since a powerful gang 
seized control of the area 
nearly two months ago. 
The drivers were protected 
by a heavily armed police 
convoy formed two days 
after gang boss Jimmy 
Cherizier, a former police 
officer 
nicknamed 
"Bar- 
becue," announced that 
the G9 gang federation 
he leads was lifting a fuel 
blockade 
and 
allowing 
drivers to fill up at the de- 
pot. 
Government officials said 
that gas stations. which 
have been closed since 
mid-September, would be 
resupplied 
Wednesday 
through Friday and open to 
customers on Saturday. 
Officials with the Varreux 
terminal said 45 trucks were 
supplied with more than 
300,000 gallons of diesel 
and more than 39,000 gal- 
lons of gasoline Tuesday. 
It wasn't immediately clear 
if the gang federation re- 
tained control of the area 


surrounding the depot in 
Port-au-Prince that con- 
tains about 10 million gal- 
lons of diesel fuel and gaso- 
line and more than 800,000 
gallons of kerosene. 
On Monday, Haiti's Ministry 
of Defense issued a state- 
ment saying that soldiers 
and police seized control 
of the fuel terminal after 16 
operations as it congratu- 
lated those efforts. 
The situation had prompted 


Prime Minister Ariel Henry to 
request the immediate de- 
ployment of foreign troops 
in early October, a request 
that the U.N. Security Coun- 
cil has yet to vote on. So 
far, the Security Council 
has only voted to place 
sanctions on Cherizier. 
If gas stations open as 
planned, 
hospitals 
and 
businesses including banks 
and grocery stores are ex- 
pected to resume normal 


operations. 
The government has not 
said whether an increase 
in fuel prices announced 
in September would re- 
main in place. At the time, 
Henry said his administra- 
tion could no longer afford 
to subsidize fuel, sparking 
large protests and the fuel 
blockade by the G9 gang 
federation that demanded 
the prime minister's resigna- 
tion. q

German economy to shrink in 2023, government 
advisers expect

BERLIN (AP) — The German 
capital is expanding a tem- 
porary refugee shelter at a 
former airport to accom- 
modate 3,600 Ukrainians, as 
it struggles to put up more 
civilians fleeing Russian at- 
tacks on vital infrastructure 
ahead of the upcoming 
cold winter months. 
While two former termi- 
nals at Tegel Airport were 
already opened for Ukrai- 
nian refugees in the spring, 
Berlin's state government 
is now racing to outfit two 
big tents on the tarmac 
with heaters for the winter. 
It has also opened a third 
terminal for the registration 
of further arrivals and put 
up 900 new beds, officials 
said Wednesday. 
"With Russian President Pu- 
tin targeting the country's 
heat and water infrastruc- 
ture and the temperatures 
going down below zero 
soon, the numbers of refu- 
gees can skyrocket at any 
time," said Katja Kipping, 
the Berlin state govern- 
ment's senator for social is- 
sues, as she toured newly 
opened registration facili- 


ties at terminal C. 
Germany has taken in 1 mil- 
lion refugees from Ukraine 
since Russia attacked the 
eastern European country 
almost nine months ago. 
In addition, more asylum 
seekers than in previous 
years are coming here from 
countries such as Syria, Mol- 
dova or Afghanistan. Else- 


where in Europe, the num- 
ber of people applying for 
international 
protection 
has also reached highs not 
seen since well over 1 mil- 
lion people sought refuge 
on the continent seven 
years ago. 
Last week, the head of the 
German association of cit- 
ies warned that many cities 


around the country are no 
longer able to provide de- 
cent housing for refugees. 
The federal government 
tried to allay local com- 
munities' 
concerns

week, saying it is willing to 
provide 4.25 billion euros 
($4.26 billion) for this and 
next year to help take care 
of refugees and migrants. 


But even with new federal 
funds, new housing units 
cannot be built as quickly 
as people keep arriving, 
city officials say. 
At Tegel airport, some 1,500 
Ukrainian refugees have 
currently found a tempo- 
rary home most of them 
mothers with their children 
as the German capital's 
regular refugee homes with 
almost 28,000 beds are full. 
On Wednesday, some new 
arrivals were sitting on long 
in the vast former arrival 
hall, slurping down hot veg- 
etable soup, while others 
crouched close together 
on old metal seats near the 
walls charging their phones 
on multiple sockets. 
A family of five with a baby 
in a stroller and the father

France sets its military goals as war 
is back in Europe

PARIS (AP) — President 
Emmanuel Macron said 
Wednesday that France's 
military 
strategy 
must 
strengthen the country as 
an independent, respect- 
ed nuclear-armed power 
through the end of the de- 
cade, warning against a 
risk of escalation and other 
global effects of Russia's 
war in Ukraine. 
"Europe is not sheltered 
anymore from missile and 
drone strikes. And we must 
integrate this reality," Ma- 
cron said, speaking on the 
Dixmude helicopter carrier, 
docked in the Mediterra- 
nean military base of Tou- 
lon which is home to more 
than 24,000 troops. 
Russia's aggression toward 
Ukraine 
"may 
precede 
broader geopolitical rival- 


ries and a future that we 
have no reason to accept 
with 
fatalism," 
Macron 
said, as he was unveiling 
France's so-called "nation- 
al strategic review," meant 
to define how the country's 
defense will look in 2030. 
France wants to be an "in- 
dependent, 
respected, 
agile power at the heart of 
the European strategic au- 
tonomy" with strong links to 
the Atlantic alliance, Ma- 
cron described. 
As war is back on the Eu- 
ropean continent, France 
wants to focus on boost- 
ing the European Union's 
defense capacity building 
the bloc of 27 nations' s se- 
curity is still largely depen- 
dent on the U.S. and NATO. 
He insisted a "credible, 
modern" nuclear dissua- 
sion is key. France is the 
only EU country with nucle- 


ar weapons. 
Macron was to be airlifted 
Wednesday afternoon to 
France's newest nuclear 
attack submarine, the Suf- 
fren, before meeting later 
in the day with some elite 
Navy commando mem- 
bers. 
France's 
new 
strategic 
document provides that 
the country will maintain a 
"capacity to lead military 
operations, including those 
of high intensity, alone or 
within a coalition." 
French troops will main- 
tain their large presence 
abroad in an area stretch- 
ing from sub-Saharan Af- 
rica to the Middle-East, 
through the Horn of Africa, 
Macron said. 
He said France will launch 
talks in the coming days 
with its African partners 
and regional organizations 


to make changes to the 
"status, format and missions 
of the current French mili- 
tary bases in the Sahel and 
West Africa." A new organi- 
zation, based on coopera- 
tion between French and 
local armed forces, will be 
finalized withing six months 
of the discussions, he said.

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Business sentiments remained practically unchanged in third 
quarter of 2022 
Results for the third quarter of 2022 


The Central Bank of Aruba (CBA) concluded its Business Perception Sur- 
vey (BPS) for the third quarter of 2022. The BPS assesses the economic 
sentiments of local businesses. 


In the third quarter of 2022, the Business Perception Index (BPI), com- 
prising the current and short-term economic conditions, remained un- 
changed at 104.6. This outcome resulted from a slight decrease in the 
current economic conditions (See Chart 1) .

The current economic condition index withered by 0.1 index point to 
105.1, down from 105.2 in the second quarter of 2022. The short-term 
future economic condition index remained unchanged at 103.7 in the 
third quarter of 2022 (See Chart 2). The percentage of respondents ex- 
pecting positive economic growth in the next 12 months increased by 
9.3 percentage points to 43.9 percent.

Twitter's new owner and 
Tesla CEO Elon Musk sold 
nearly $4 billion worth of 
Tesla shares, according to 
regulatory filings. 
Musk, who bought Twitter 
for $44 billion, sold 19.5 mil- 
lion shares of the electric 
car company from Nov. 
4 to Nov. 8, according to 
Tuesday's filings with the 
Securities and Exchange 
Commission. 
He sold $7 billion of his 
Tesla stock in August as he 
worked to finance the Twit- 
ter purchase he was trying 
to get out of at the time. In 
all, Musk has sold more than 
$19 billion worth of Tesla 
stock since April, including 
those in Tuesday's filings, 
likely to fund his share of 
the Twitter purchase. 
The takeover of Twitter has 
not been smooth and the 
social media platform has 
seen the exodus of some 
big advertisers in recent 
weeks in including United 
Airlines, General Motors, 
REI, General Mills and Audi. 


Musk 
acknowledged 
"a 
massive drop in revenue" 
at Twitter, which heav- 
ily relies on advertising to 
make money. Musk had 
signaled that he was done 
selling Tesla shares and the 
revelation that those sales 
continue left some industry 
analysts exasperated. 
"Our fear heading into the 
final days of the deal was 
that Musk was going to be 
forced to sell more Tesla 
stock to fund the disaster 


Twitter deal and ultimate- 
ly those fears came true 
which speaks to some of 
the massive selling pres- 
sures on the stock of late," 
wrote Daniel Ives at Wed- 
bush. "For Musk who multi- 
ple times over the past year 
has said he is 'done selling 
Tesla stock' yet again loses 
more credibility with inves- 
tors and his loyalists in a boy 
who cried wolf moment."

Facebook parent Meta cuts 11,000 
jobs, 13% of workforce

laying off 11,000 people, 
about 13% of its workforce, 
as it contends with faltering 
revenue and broader tech 
industry woes, CEO Mark 
Zuckerberg said in a letter 
to employees Wednesday.

layoffs at Twitter under its 
new owner, billionaire Elon 
Musk. There have been nu- 
merous job cuts at other 
tech companies that hired 
rapidly during the pan- 
demic. 
Zuckerberg as well said 
that he had made the de- 
cision to hire aggressively, 
anticipating rapid growth 
even after the pandemic 
ended. 
"Unfortunately, this did not 
play out the way I expect- 
ed," Zuckerberg said in a 
prepared statement. q

The shipment arrived two 
days after launching from 
Virginia. Only one of the 
cargo ship's two round so- 
lar panels opened follow- 
ing liftoff. Flight controllers 
tried in vain to open the 
stuck panel, but managed 
to draw enough power for 
the flight with just one. 
As the capsule made its 
slow approach, the space 
station crew took pictures 
so engineers might under- 
stand what went wrong. 
NASA 
astronaut 
Nicole 
Mann then used the sta- 
tion's robot arm to grab 
the spacecraft, dubbed 
the S.S. Sally Ride in honor 
of America's first woman in 
space. 
Among the 8,200 pounds 
(3,700 kilograms) of sup- 


plies: brackets needed for 
a spacewalk next week 
to expand the station's 
power, as well as apples, 
blueberries, cheese, pea- 
nut butter and ice cream 
for the station's U.S., Rus- 
sian and Japanese crew of 
seven. 
Northrop Grumman is one 
of two companies that de- 
liver cargo for NASA. The 
other is SpaceX, which will 
launch a shipment later 
this month.q

NEW YORK (AP) — Last 
year, the top Apple Music 
Awards went to three art- 
ists — Olivia Rodrigo, H.E.R 
and The Weeknd. This year, 
there’s only one — Bad 
Bunny. 
The music streaming giant 
on Wednesday crowned 
the Puerto Rican reggae- 
ton superstar its Artist of the 
Year, thanks in large part 
to his latest album, “Un 
Verano Sin Ti,” which be- 
came Apple Music’s most 
streamed album of 2022 
and its biggest Latin album 
of all time. 
“We’re thrilled to celebrate 
the unmatched achieve- 
ments of Bad Bunny, whose 
influence on every corner 
of culture could not be 
ignored in 2022,” Oliver 
Schusser, Apple’s vice pres- 
ident of Apple Music and 
Beats, said in a statement. 
Bad Bunny has amassed 
quite a few first on Apple 
Music, including having his 
“Moscow Mule” hold the 
record for the biggest Latin 
song of all time by first-day 
streams worldwide. 
He logged 22 songs on the 
global Daily Top 100 list, 
breaking the record for 
most simultaneous entries 


by a single Latin artist, and 
his songs have reached No. 
1 on the Daily Top 100 in 
34 countries worldwide — 
more than any other Latin 
artist. 
The music service said an- 
nual winners are chosen 


through a process that re- 
flects both Apple Music’s 
editorial perspective and 
what 
customers 
around 
the world are listening to 
the most. 
The Apple Music Awards, 
now in its fourth year, con- 


tinues to evolve, growing 
larger to encompass global 
music patterns. 
The latest accolade caps 
quite a year for Bad Bunny. 
He won a Grammy for Best 
Música Urbana Album in 
2022 and beat Drake, Ed 


Sheeran, Harry Styles, Jack 
Harlow, Lil Nas X and Lizzo 
for Artist of the Year hon- 
ors at the MTV Awards. 
He leads the Nov. 17 Latin 
Grammy nominations list 
with 10 nods – including 
album of the year and re- 
cord of the year for the 
single “Ojitos Lindos,” fea- 
turing Bomba Estéreo. 
He scored Spotify major 
wins in such 2020 top cat- 
egories as Artist of the Year 
and most-streamed male 
artist. 
Bad Bunny had the year’s 
top-seller and the first all- 
Spanish language to debut 
at No. 1 on the Billboard 
200 album chart. 
This year, he also became 
the only artist in history 
to put on two separate 
$100-million tours in less 
than 12 months with his “El 
Último Tour Del Mundo” 
and “World’s Hottest Tour.” 
Last year at the Apple Mu- 
sic Awards, Rodrigo was 
named Breakthrough Art- 
ist of the Year, her “Sour” 
was named Best Album of 
the Year and her “drivers 
license” was Song of the 
Year. H.E.R. was Songwriter 
of the Year and The Week- 
nd was named Global Art-

NEW YORK (AP) — Guitarist 
Jeff Cook, who co-found- 
ed the country group Ala- 
bama and steered them 
up the charts with such hits 
as “Song of the South” and 
“Dixieland 
Delight,” 
has 
died. He was 73. 
Cook had Parkinson’s dis- 
ease and disclosed his di- 
agnosis in 2017. He died 
Tuesday at his home in Des- 
tin, Florida, said Don Murry 
Grubbs, a representative 
for the band. 
Tributes poured in from 
country stars, including Tra- 
vis Tritt who called Cook “a 
great guy and one hecku- 
va bass fisherman,” and Ja- 
son Aldean, who tweeted: 
“ I got a chance to perform 
with him multiple times over 
the years and I will never 
forget it.” Kyle Young, CEO 


of the Country Music Hall 
of Fame and Museum, 
added: “Everything he did 
was rooted in his deep love 
of music, a love he shared 
with millions.” 
As a guitarist, fiddle play- 
er and vocalist, Cook — 
alongside cousins Randy 
Owen and Teddy Gen- 
try — landed eight No. 1 
songs on the country charts 
between spring 1980 and 
summer 1982, according 
to the Country Music Hall 
of Fame. That run includ- 
ed the pop crossover hits 
“Love In The First Degree” 
and “Feels So Right,” as 
well as “Tennessee River” 
and “Mountain Music.” 
The band had a three-year 
run as CMA Entertainer of 
the Year from 1982-1985 
and 
earned 
five 
ACM 
Award Entertainer of the 
Year trophies from 1981- 


1985. He stopped touring 
with Alabama in 2018. 
Cook released a handful 
of solo projects and toured 
with his Allstar Goodtime 
Band. He also released 
collaborations with Charlie 
Daniels and “Star Trek” star 
William Shatner. He entered 
the Country Music Hall of 
Fame in 2005 as a member 
of Alabama. 
A song he co-wrote in 
2015, “No Bad Days,” took 
on new meaning after 
his diagnosis. “After I got 
the Parkinson’s diagnosis, 
people would quote the 
song to me and say, ‘No 
bad days,’” Cook told The 
Tennessean in 2019. “They 
write me letters, notes and 
emails and they sign ‘No 
Bad Days.’ I know the sup- 
port is there.”

Jeff Cook, co-founder of country band Alabama, dies at 73

SEATTLE (AP) — The Seattle 
Kraken are in a situation 
they really never faced 
in their inaugural season 
learning to deal with suc- 
cess. 
Jordan Eberle scored two 
of Seattle's four goals in 
the first period, including 
the first shot of the game, 
and the Kraken beat the 
Nashville Predators 5-1 on 
Tuesday night for their fifth 
straight win. 
Seattle enjoyed a night 
of firsts, posting its first five- 
game win streak in fran- 
chise history and the first 
time scoring four goals in a 
period that didn't include 
an empty-netter. 
"I think the biggest thing 
for us right now is to not 
get too high, here," Eberle 
said. "I know we've won 
five in a row, but we have 
a big homestand, some re- 
ally good teams that we're 
about to play. A lot of times 
you get a little bit lackadai- 
sical and think things are 


too easy, and that's when 
this league gets you." 
Seattle's big night started 
nearly from the opening fa- 
ceoff as Eberle beat Nash- 
ville's Juuse Saros on a slap 
shot from the right circle just 
38 seconds into the game. 
Will Borgen made it 2-0 at 
7:29 after Saros made an 
initial sprawling save to 
deny Morgan Geekie. 
A bad Nashville turnover 
led to Andre Burakovsky's 
goal with 4:44 left, set up by 
Alex Wennberg's pass, and 
Eberle capped Seattle's big 
first period with his second 
goal 1:09 later off another 
Predators mistake. 
Brandon Tanev added an 
empty-net goal with 1:11 
left in the game for Seattle. 
Coming off an impressive 
three-game road sweep 
with wins in Calgary, Min- 
nesota and Pittsburgh, the 
Kraken continued to roll in 
the opener of a season- 
high six-game homestand. 
Burakovsky added a pair of 
assists to go with his fourth 
goal, his first three-point 


game of the season. 
"I think last couple games 
here doing our five-game 
winning streak we've been 
having good starts," Bura- 
kovsky said. "I think that 
was a little bit of a problem 
earlier in the year where we 
came out a little bit sleep- 
ing and we've been talking 
about it a lot. Now I think 
we were coming out hot. 
That sets the tone for sure." 
Nashville saw its two-game 
win streak snapped and 
lost whatever momentum 
was gained from rallying 
from down 3-0 to beat Van- 
couver in a shootout on 
Saturday. 
Saros was lifted after al- 
lowing four goals on six 
shots and replaced by 
Kevin Lankinen. Saros has 
allowed 13 goals in his last 
three starts. Lankinen saved 
all 13 shots he faced. 
"We knew it was gonna be 
a tough game here and 
and probably played bet- 
ter than 5-1," Nashville's Filip 
Forsberg said. "I thought 
the result was not necessar- 


ily indicative of the game, 
but at the same time that's 
what happened." 
Forsberg scored his fifth 
of the season on a break- 
away midway through the 
second period but that was 
the only time the Predators 
managed to beat Seattle 
goalie Martin Jones. Jones 
continued to excel in goal 
since taking on the full-time 
starter's role with Philipp 
Grubauer out with a lower- 
body injury. Jones made 24 
saves and improved to 5-1 


in his last six starts. 
Jones withstood a barrage 
of Nashville shots following 
Eberle's early goal and Bor- 
gen's second goal of the 
season was a needed relief 
from the pressure. 
Borgen had two goals in 36 
games all of last season. 
"We've played real well 
here over the last stretch 
and to have that start here 
was a good start, was an 
important start to the hock- 
ey game," Seattle coach 
Dave Hakstol said. q 


MOSCOW (AP) — Ameri- 
can basketball star Brittney 
Griner has been sent to a 
penal colony in Russia to 
serve her sentence for drug 
possession, her legal team 
said Wednesday. 
A Russian court rejected 
an appeal of her nine-year 
sentence last month. The 
eight-time all-star center 
with the WNBA's Phoenix 
Mercury and a two-time 
Olympic gold medalist was 
convicted Aug. 4 after po- 
lice said they found vape 
canisters containing can- 
nabis oil in her luggage at 
Moscow's 
Sheremetyevo 
Airport. 
Her arrest came at a time 
of heightened tensions be- 
tween Moscow and Wash- 
ington, just days before Rus- 
sia sent troops into Ukraine, 
and the politically charged 
case could lead to a high- 
stakes prisoner exchange 
between Washington and 
Moscow. 
Griner's legal team said she 
left a detention center on 
Nov. 4 for a penal colony 


a common type of Rus- 
sian prison where detain- 
ees work for minimal pay. 


Her lawyers said Wednes- 
day that they did not know 
exactly where she was or 


where she would end up 
but that they expected 
to be notified when she 


reached her final destina- 
tion. Such transfers can 
take days. 
The 32-year-old star ath- 
lete, who was detained 
while returning to play for 
a Russian team during the 
WNBA's offseason, has ad- 
mitted that she had the 
canisters in her luggage. 
But she testified that she 
had inadvertently packed 
them in haste and that she 
had no criminal intent. 
Her defense team present- 
ed written statements that 
she had been prescribed 
cannabis to treat pain. 
The Associated Press and 
other news organizations 
have reported that Wash- 
ington has offered to ex- 
change Griner and Paul 
Whelan an American serv- 
ing a 16-year sentence in 
Russia for espionage for 
Viktor Bout. 
Bout is a Russian arms deal- 
er who is serving a 25-year 
sentence in the U.S. and 
once earned the nickname 
the "merchant of death."q

EXPLAINER: Laws and customs in Qatar ahead of 2022 World Cup

Over a million sports fans 
will go to Qatar for the 
World Cup in November 
and December, a specta- 
cle that typically turns host 
countries into a nonstop 
party. But this year may be 
different. The tiny, conser- 
vative Muslim nation may 
show little tolerance for the 
booze-fueled 
hooligan- 
ism that has unfolded at 
tournaments past. Qatar 
has sought to portray itself 
as welcoming to foreign- 
ers but traditional Muslim 
values remain strong in 
the hereditarily ruled emir- 
ate. Qatar's judicial system, 
based on an interpretation 
of Islamic law, or Shariah, 
has drawn Western criti- 
cism for its tendency to fa- 
vor prosecutors and police. 


The 
autocratic 
country 
says it will loosen up for the 
unprecedented influx of 
tourists. But fans attending 
the World Cup should be 
mindful of Qatar's laws and 
cultural customs, including 
policies for alcohol, drugs, 
sexuality and dress code. 
Here's a look at the some 
of them: 
ALCOHOL 
Alcohol is served only in 
hotel restaurants and bars 
that have licenses in Qa- 
tar. It is illegal to consume 
it elsewhere. Non-Muslim 
residents of Doha who 
have a liquor license, how- 
ever, may drink at home. 
At the World Cup, fans will 
be allowed to buy Bud- 
weiser beer within stadium 
compounds though not 
at concourse concession 
stands before and after 
games. Fans can also drink 
in the evenings at a desig- 
nated "fan zone" in down- 
town Doha. Generally in 
Qatar, public drunkenness 
is punishable by hefty fines 
and jailing. But the head of 
Qatar's security operations 
has said that during the 
tournament, police will turn 
a blind eye to most offens- 
es but potentially make ar- 
rests if someone gets into a 
drunken brawl or damages 
public property. 
The legal drinking age is 
21, and bouncers at bars 
often ask for photo ID or 
passports upon entry. 
DRUGS 
Qatar is one of the world's 
most 
restrictive 
nations 
when it comes to drugs, 
prohibiting cannabis and 
even 
over-the-counter 
medications like narcotics, 
sedatives 
and 
amphet- 
amines. The sale, traffick- 
ing and possession of il- 
legal drugs may lead to 
severe penalties, including 
long-term prison sentences 
followed by deportation 
and heavy fines. 
Drug smuggling charges 
can carry the death penal- 
ty. World Cup fans should 
be aware of these laws 
when arriving at Hamad In- 
ternational Airport, where 
authorities scan bags and 
passengers with new secu- 
rity technology and have 
arrested 
those 
carrying 
the smallest quantities of 
drugs.q
